After several employees had reported hearing 
clicks on the telephone, he, on the recommendation of a friend, 
had a private investigator conduct a "sweep" of the office to 
determine if there were any "bu gs".

Senator Percy advised that 
he has absolutely no evidence that anyone has been unlawfully 
intercepting his communications or that anyone has made any attempt 
to do so. He further advised that he has made no statements 
regarding any interception of or attempts to intercept his 
communications. Senator Percy advised that the incident in his 
Chicago, Illi nois Offi ce, which was handled by his Administrative 
Assistant Mr. | | , was the only instance he could recall where ' 

a possible interception of communications at any office he main- 
tains was mentioned.
